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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should include at least one 
technical, or Inventive, feature of the claimed instant invention. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the reference 
character 11 is used in conjunction with both "body" and "circumferential flange" (page 4). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are replete the errors such as unclear reference of the claimed structure, i.e., 
the use of "its", lack of antecedent basis for limitations in the claims, and the use of alternative 
language for the structural features. Examples include, but are not limited to the following: 

In claim 1, lines 4-5, "the free end edge of the circumferential lid rim"; 

In claim 1, line 9, "the pivot axis"; 

In claim 2, line 3, "direction of its one and/or other", and 

In claim 19, line 4, "one of the clip limbs". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 1-3,10.19,24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cookson (DE 1,052,177). 

To the degree the claims are understandable Cookson substantially discloses the 
claimed vessel wherein the cam track is on the bottom edge of the lid. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 4-9.1 1-1 8,20-23,and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Cookson (DE 1,052,177). 

To the degree the claims are understandable Cookson substantially discloses the 
claimed vessel except for an anti-tamper safeguard and a film hinge. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a film hinge and anti-tampering safeguard to the vessel of 
Cookson by using a known alternative plastic material for the vessel components, since it has 
been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the 
basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. Doing so 
provides a rust-resistant and reusable vessel. 

Conclusion 

8. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37

believed to render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over any
